EARLY AMERICAN HOUSEWARES COLLECTIONS 
AT THE PEABODY ESSEX MUSEUM

The colonial kitchen has been an icon of American 
culture since the mid-nineteenth century. Perceived as 
embodying the virtues of the founding fathers and 
mothers, the colonial kitchen has symbolized the char- 
acter of the American family and shaped the concept of 
home. Consequently, kitchenware not only conveys the 
aesthetics, technological achievements, and forms of 
social interaction of a particular period of time, but it 
also functions as a symbol of national identity. This 
connection with the enduring values of the American 
past has made kitchen implements and other house- 
wares among the earliest and most popular items col- 
lected by American decorative arts enthusiasts. 

The artifact and library collections of the Peabody 
Essex Museum form an important resource for scholars, 
collectors, craftsmen, interior designers, and all who are 
interested in early American domestic life. The Phillips 
Library holds extensive printed and manuscript materi- 
als including domestic economy guides, cookbooks, 
trade catalogues, sample books, diaries, and personal 
papers that further document the artifact collections 
(figs. 1 and 2). Two large collections of household 
artifacts are displayed in the museum’s historic houses.

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Each collection is dis- 
tinctive in how it was 
acquired and in the 
types and significance 
of the objects it 
includes. 

The Mr. and Mrs. 
Willard C. Cousins 
Collection features 
over five hundred 
domestic objects from 
the seventeenth, eigh- 
teenth, and early 
nineteenth centuries. 
Shaped by a collec- 
tor’s discerning eye 
and acquired over 
several decades, the 
Cousins Collection 
includes important 
examples of early 
American wrought 
iron, imported and 
domestic metalware, and New England woodenware. 
The Cousins Collection forms the basis of the kitchen 
displays currently on view in the Crowninshield- 
Bentley House and the Gardner-Pingree House. 

The Ropes Mansion Collection features several hun- 
dred objects used for food preparation and entertaining 
by four successive generations of Ropes family mem- 
bers. This includes ceramics, glass, silver, metalware, 
woodenware, and textiles from the eighteenth and 
nineteenth centuries. Most of the artifacts are currently 
displayed in a series of pantries that were installed 
during renovations of the house in 1893 and 1894. 
These holdings are well documented by receipts in the 
Ropes Family Papers housed in the Phillips Library.

The Cousins Collection 


Raised in Salem, Willard C. Cousins (1897-1980) later 
established his home in Pepperell, Massachusetts, and 
pursued a career as an insurance executive in Hartford, 
Connecticut. Beginning in the 1930s, he and his wife, 


Doris, began collecting early American domestic goods 
and used them to furnish their eighteenth-century 
home. In 1956, he described his housewares collections 
in a letter to the New York Times: “I have been collecting 
early American household articles and utensils for 
approximately thirty years. The collection, which is a 
modest one, includes only the finest examples of the 
craftsmen’s arts.”"

Family associations seem to have prompted Willard 
Cousins’s early collecting interests. His mother was 
descended from Joseph Jenks (1603-83), who emigrated 
from England to Massachusetts in 1643 to work at 
Hammersmith, later known as the Saugus Iron 
Works.?. A blacksmith and cutler, Jenks held the first 
industrial patent in America.’ Over half of the artifacts 
that Cousins eventually 
acquired were metalware, 
including 171) pieces of 
wrought and cast iron (figs. 
2,3, and 4). 

Willard Cousins may 
also have been influenced 
by his paternal uncle, Frank 
Cousins (1851-1925), one of 
the proponents of the colo- 
nial-revival movement. 
Frank Cousins documented 
early American architecture 
with over five thousand 
photographs and_ co- 
authored The Wood-Carver 
of Salem: Samuel McIntire, 
His Life and Work (1916) and 
The Colonial Architecture of 
Salem (1919).* While it is 
difficult to assess the extent 
to which Frank Cousins 
influenced his nephew, 
they certainly shared a pro- 
found and abiding interest 
in the American past.

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Mr. and Mrs. Willard Cousins approached the acqui- 
sition of housewares with the discriminating taste of 
folk art collectors and the avid interest of antiquarians. 
Although the pieces are utilitarian, many are distin- 
guished by their form, proportion, ornamentation, and 
craftsmanship. The wrought-iron grill, toaster, and 
skewer holder in figures 3 and 4 were common imple- 
ments used in hearth cookery in New England homes. 
The unidentified blacksmiths who made these items 
found opportunities to express aesthetic qualities in 
kitchenware that were absent from horseshoeing, tool- 
making, and other routine types of work. 

Woodenware was also favored by the Cousinses, 
particularly items made of burl (fig. 5). Burl, an aber- 
rant growth on tree trunks, distorts the grain of the 
wood into highly figured patterns. These were cut 
from trees by native Americans and colonists and used 
to make plates, bowls, and other housewares.’ The 
densely patterned wood accentuates the simple forms 
of the objects.

One of the rarest items in the Cousins Collection is 
the eighteenth-century “baby-minder” currently 
installed in the kitchen of the Crowninshield-Bentley 
House (fig. 6). It was acquired by Willard Cousins 
from the Edmund Blood homestead (ca. 1792) in 
Pepperell, Massachusetts. An example of Yankee inge- 
nuity, it employs a wooden yoke attached to an elon- 
gated post similar to those used for bed frames. 
Originally attached to a ceiling beam, the “baby-minder” 
allowed a child limited mobility while preventing him 
or her from approaching an open fire.° 

Between 1959 and 1960, the Essex Institute moved 


and restored the 
Crowninshield- 
Bentley House (ca. 
1727) with the 
guidance of a 
restoration commit- 
tee that consisted of 
Abbott Lowell 
Cummings, Nina 
Fletcher Little, 
Albert Goodhue Jr., 
Paul T. Haskell, 
and Frederick J. 
Bradlee. At the 
request of friends 
and associates of 
the restoration 
committee, Mr. and 
Mrs. Cousins gen- 
erously lent and 
later donated their 
extensive kitchen- 
ware collection to 
the museum.

The Ropes Mansion Collections 


During 1893 and 1894, sisters Sarah, Mary, and Eliza 
Ropes undertook an extensive renovation of their 
ancestral home on Essex Street in Salem known as the 
Ropes Mansion. They were the fourth generation to 
occupy the house, which was built after 1729. Upon 
inheriting the house, the Ropes sisters, who had been

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raised in Cincinnati, Ohio, settled in Salem and began 
remodeling and updating their home. The architectural 
firm of Stone, Carpenter, and Willson of Providence, 
Rhode Island, designed the addition of an ell at the 
rear of the building and reconfigured many of the 
rooms in the existing structure. Conscious of their 
family heritage, the Ropes sisters adopted the colonial- 
revival style for the renovations and incorporated 
numerous inherited furnishings and family heirlooms 
into the interior decoration. Among the renovated 
spaces are several pantries that display an extensive 
collection of cooking and dining artifacts. These 
household items, many documented by original 
receipts, offer a rare opportunity to study the changing 
patterns of domestic life within a single family from 
the late eighteenth through the early twentieth cen- 
turies.’ 

The most unusual of the pantries is the china closet 
adjacent to the rear parlor (fig. 7 and the cover image). 
It was designed to exhibit glass and ceramics inherited 
from earlier generations of the Ropes family. The elab- 
orate cabinetry of mahogany was fabricated by D. F. 
Paige & Co. of Boston after the architect’s plans.* The 
most important part of the display is the large set of 
Chinese export dinnerware and Anglo-Irish glassware 
purchased in 1817 by Sarah Fiske (Ropes) Orne (1795- 
1876) and her husband, Joseph Orne (1796-1818), as

they were setting up housekeeping shortly after their 
marriage. Three hundred and seventeen pieces of the 
blue-and-white dinnerware survive, as do the packing 
boxes for the 192 pieces of glassware bought in Boston 
on 19 December 1817.’ A matching cabinet in the dining 
room houses family silver including the tea set made 
for Sarah Fiske (Ropes) Orne between 1823 and 1824 by 
the silversmiths John Stevens and Ebenezer Knowlton 
Lakeman of Salem (fig. 8). 

A butler’s pantry is situated between the dining 
room and the kitchen on the first floor and contains 
dinnerware and serving pieces used on a daily basis by 
the Ropes sisters. These include an English ironstone

dinner service (ca. 1840) and table glass from 
Pittsburgh. The small copper sink was used for wash- 
ing fine ceramics and glassware while the counters 
functioned as staging areas for serving the formal 
meals dictated by nineteenth-century etiquette. The 
drawers below the counters contain the table linens, 
including a set of linen damask napkins (ca. 1820) that 
belonged to Sarah Fiske (Ropes) Orne (fig. 9). Among 
the pieces currently displayed in the butler’s pantry is 
a traveling liquor set (ca. 1810) of gilded glassware in a 
mahogany case with shell-pattern inlays (fig. 10). 

The kitchen at the Ropes Mansion was designed 
according to theories on home management and health 
prevalent in 1893. Domestic economy guides and 
architectural treatises outlined the organization of 
space and set standards pertaining to ventilation, light, 
appliances, and utilities. The Magee Grand stove, the 
gas-fired hot water heater, the electric and gas lighting 
systems, the central heating, and the interior plumbing 
were all the most advanced technologies available for 
use in domestic buildings. 

The kitchen pantry was originally used for storage of 
foodstuffs, cooking equipment, and kitchen textiles. 
Barrels of flour and other essentials were stored in the 
cabinet on the lower left side of the pantry and could 
be reached through a hinged door in the counter. 
Currently, the pantry displays a variety of kitchenware 
from the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries. Many of 
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the pieces were owned by Sarah Fiske (Ropes) Orne 
who was remembered as one of the last practitioners of 
hearth cookery in mid-nineteenth-century Salem." 

In addition to metalware, woodenware, and ceramics, 
the pantry features several painted-tin serving pieces. 
These include a “Cheese tray” and a “Jappanned Bread 
Basket” that were purchased from the merchant Robert 
Brookhouse of Salem in November 1817 (fig. 11). 
Although tinware was imported from England and 
France in the early nineteenth century, it was also 
made in large quantities by American craftsmen. 
Painted tinware has been a popular item with collectors 
throughout the twentieth century and has also enjoyed 
a revival as a craft and hobby. 

The cooking and dining artifacts are but part of the 
important original furnishings of the Ropes Mansion. 
Cognizant of their heritage, the Ropes sisters made 
plans to preserve their family homestead and its con- 
tents. Upon the death of the last remaining sister, Eliza 
Orne Ropes, in 1907, the Ropes Mansion was estab- 
lished as a historic house museum and opened to the 
public in 1912. The Ropes sisters made provision in 
their wills for the installation of a garden for the “plea- 
sure and instruction” of Salem’s citizens and for the 
sponsorship of an annual botanical lecture series. The 
Ropes Mansion was acquired by the Essex Institute in 
1989. 

A sense of the pleasures of the pantry as described 
by Eleanor Putnam in her nostalgic book Old Salem 
(1886) may be experienced by those who visit the historic 
houses of the Peabody Essex Museum: 


that cupboard held a little of everything that was 
rare and delightful. A most delicious odor came 
forth when the door was opened: a hint of the 
spiciness of rich cake, a tingling sense of pre- 
served ginger, and a certain ineffable sweetness

which no other closet ever possessed, and which I 
know not how to describe. It might well have 
proceeded from the walls and shelves of the cup- 
board itself, for they were indeed emblems of 
purity. The paint was varnished to a high degree 
of glossiness, and was so exquisitely kept as to 
look like white porcelain. The china here, as in all 
genuine Salem cupboards, was chiefly of the hon- 
est old blue Canton ware. There were shining 
piles of those plates which, while they are rather 
heavy to handle, always surprise one by being so 
thin at the edges. There were generous teacups 
like small bowls, squat pitchers with big noses, 
and a tureen whose cover had the head of a boar 
for a handle.... Such china is matchless now, but 
in this cupboard there were shelves of it.”

Although the fragrance of foodstuffs no longer 
lingers, the beauty of Chinese export porcelain, the 
glitter of glassware, and the pleasing forms of kitchen 
implements still emanate from the cupboards and 
pantries of the museum’s historic houses. The house- 
wares collections of the Peabody Essex Museum clearly 
offer extraordinary opportunities to examine numerous 
aspects of early American domestic life.

THE GARDNER-PINGREE HOUSE, 1804-1805 


line Gardner-Pingree House was donated 
to the Essex Institute by the heirs of David 
Pingree Jr. in 1933 after a century of family 
ownership. Representative of Salem architect 
Samuel McIntire’s mature, Adamesque style, 
the Federal town house has undergone two 
twentieth-century restorations. The goal of its 
first (1933-1935) restoration, or redecoration, 
was aesthetic appeal, while that of the most 
recent, completed in 1989, was “to create 
an accurate historical environment, where 
artifacts of everyday life can be enjoyed and 


appreciated within their social and cultural 


context’”.’ 

In seeking to recreate the domestic milieu of John Gardner Jr., a wealthy Federal-era Salem merchant and the 
first occupant of the house, the curatorial department of the Essex Institute consulted a variety of sources, including 
Gardner’s business ledgers and household account book, contemporary design manuals and pattern books, and 
inventories of Federal Salem houses. Paint analysis was executed to uncover the house’s original colors, and 
wallpapers documented to the North Shore were reproduced, including a fragment which served as the cover of 
the Gardner family household account book. Brussels carpets, floor cloths, and textiles were also reproduced after 
samples in the Institute’s collection, mill archives, and pattern books. 


Whenever possible, Gardner family furnishings were installed in the house during its recent restoration, including 
furniture commissioned specifically for the house by John Gardner Jr. What could not be acquired from either the 
family or private collections was reproduced faithfully. The Gardner furniture was supplemented by appropriate 
items from the Essex Institute’s collection of Federal period furniture. The interior decoration of the Gardner-Pingree 
House is complemented by Samuel McIntire’s lavish carved and applied composition ornaments on mantels, cornices, 


chair rails, and door frames.

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CROWNINSHIELD-BENTLEY HOUSE, 1727-1730 


lire Georgian style is represented in the 

Peabody Essex Museum’s collection of historic 
houses by the Crowninshield-Bentley House. 
Built circa 1727, the house was moved from its 
original site at 108 Essex Street after the Hotel 
Hawthorne donated it to the Essex Institute in 
1958 to make way for a parking lot. The house 
was restored to its eighteenth-century form in 
1959-1960 under the direction of Abbott Lowell 
Cummings. The entire restoration project, 
dedicated to the work and the memory of 
preservationist Louise DuPont Crowninshield, 


was funded by subscription donations. 


The Crowninshield-Bentley House passed 
out of Crowninshield hands in 1832, though it 
had been divided into eastern and western 


halves as early as 1766. The eastern bedchamber was home to Salem’s famous diarist, the Reverend Dr. William 
Bentley, from 1791 until his death in 1819. The eastern side of the house was utilized primarily as a boarding house 
in the nineteenth and twentieth centuries, while the western half housed a succession of enterprises, including a 
variety store and millinery shop. The dual challenge of the restorer was to meld the two halves into one house, 
while uncovering its eighteenth-century details and colors. Cummings described the interior process simply as 
“paring away later material and recovering the original color scheme”.' The exterior restoration of the 
Crowninshield-Bentley House involved both paring and rebuilding phases, including the removal of the ells 


which housed its various modern functions and the reconstruction of its front pedimented doorway. 


Several sources formed the basis for the furnishing of the Crowninshield-Bentley House, among them John 
Crowninshield’s 1761 estate inventory, Crowninshield family records, and Dr. Bentley’s diary. The restorers chose 
1824, the year of the widow Hannah Crowninshield’s death, as the end date of most of the interior furnishings, and 
thus the final interpretation spans three generations of Crowninshield domestic life. The east chamber, better 
known as Dr. Bentley’s room, contains furnishings which were either his personal possessions or appropriate to his 
diverse tastes, including books, papers, portraits, furniture, and assorted curios, among them a birdcage, a portrait 
of Governor John Endicott (1589-1665), and a brass sundial made in 1630 originally owned by Governor Endicott.

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THE JOHN WARD HOUSE, 1684 


lhe John Ward House, the cornerstone of 
the Peabody Essex Museum’s collection of 
historic buildings, was restored by George 
Francis Dow, then Secretary of the Essex 
Institute, after 1910. In the spring of that year, 
the house was transplanted from its original 
St. Peter Street location to a newly-cleared lot 
behind the Institute, and Dow began the 
process of recreating “a truthful picture of 
17th century household life in Salem”.' 


A comparison of the pre-Restoration and 
post-Restoration Ward House exteriors reveals 
that Dow’s most apparent recreations were the two front gables, which had been removed at some point in the 
house’s history. Dow had many seventeenth-century Salem models on which to pattern the gables, notably the 
Turner-Ingersoll House or “House of Seven Gables” and the Pickering House, although most first period houses 
were in rather unrestored states at this early date in the history of historic preservation. When the John Ward 
House was opened to the public in 1912, there were other dramatic changes in the house’s outward appearance. 
Its previously yellow-painted exterior had been replaced by 373 new clapboards stained a “weather-beaten” color 
and its double-hung sash windows supplanted by diamond-paned casement windows based on examples in the 


Institute’s collection. 


As none of the original Ward family furnishings were available, Dow utilized both period objects and reproductions 
in the interior restoration of the John Ward House. He did not confine his interpretation of domestic life to the 
seventeenth-century. The two first-floor rooms, a kitchen and hall or parlor, featured wainscot sheathing, furniture, 
fireplace equipment, cooking and serving utensils, and plates that were either selected from, or reproduced after 
items in, the Institute’s collection. In the adjacent lean-to, Dow installed three later exhibits: an eighteenth-century 
weaving room, a nineteenth-century apothecary shop, and an early twentieth-century “Old Salem” cent shop. In 
addition to its ongoing role as a historic house, the John Ward House is currently used for educational programs 
related to the Salem Witchcraft Trials.

Institute, the Peirce-Nichols House is recog- 
nized widely as the first major work of “the 
Salem architect” Samuel McIntire and as a 
notable example of early Federal architecture 
in America. Though purchased from a trio 
of Nichols sisters in 1917 “out of a desire to :

grandfather Jerathmiel Peirce and long 
associated with the Nichols family,” the 
Institute did not take possession of the house until 1935, after the death of the last Nichols sister." 


The Peirce-Nichols house is unique in that it illustrates not just one phase, but the development of an architect's 
career. Samuel McIntire contributed not only the original Georgian design of the Peirce-Nichols house but also 
plans for the 1801 Neoclassical remodelling of the east parlor and bedroom and addition of the front fence. In 1924-25 
the Institute commissioned the architect William Gibbons Rantoul to restore this fence and oversee other exterior 
repairs, but little other restoration work has been required. Due to successive generations of Nichols family owner- 
ship, the Peirce-Nichols house survived the nineteenth century intact. 


Many of the furnishings in the Peirce-Nichols house are original to the house and to the family. The Adamesque 
east parlor, remodelled and redecorated by McIntire for the 1801 wedding of Sally Peirce and George Nicholls, still 
features six settees, with carving attributed to McIntire, and facing pier and chimney looking glasses, all in their 
original location. After the Essex Institute took possession of the house in 1935, its furnishings were supplemented 
with appropriate items from the Institute’s collections and donations from Salem families. A detailed 1827 inventory 
of the possessions of Jerathmiel Peirce, the house’s builder and first owner, serves as a valuable guide for ongoing 
restoration and redecoration efforts.

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THE ROPES MANSION, CA. 1730 


Blin Ropes Mansion on Essex Street in 
Salem has been called, “one of New England’s 
most significant and thoroughly documented 
historic house properties”.' It is an important 
example of a multi-generational family home 
which, although rare today, were regular 
features of New England cities and towns 
of the past. Filled with furnishings of four 
generations of the Ropes family, it offers an 
almost unparalleled resource for studying 
American decorative arts, furniture, and 
architecture from the eighteenth to the early 


twentieth-century. 


Built after 1729, the gambrel-roofed Georgian style structure was remodelled three times to suit the tastes of 
successive generations of owners. The most extensive renovation took place 100 years ago, in 1893-1894, when 
sisters Sarah, Mary, and Eliza Ropes hired the architectural firm, Stone, Carpenter, and Willson of Providence, 
Rhode Island to modernize the structure and redecorate in the colonial revival style. Conscious of their heritage, 


the Ropes sisters incorporated hundreds of family heirloom furnishings into the interior decoration of the house. 


In their wills, sisters Mary and Eliza Ropes left the Ropes Mansion and its contents to the Essex Institute to be 
used as a historic house museum and a school of botany. The Essex Institute declined the bequest and the Ropes 
Mansion was established as an independent museum in 1912. The large colonial revival garden behind the house 
was designed and installed under the supervision of John Robinson of Salem in 1912-1913. After almost 80 years of 
independent operation, the Ropes Mansion was acquired by the Essex Institute in 1989.
